N obedience to your* will, I rife your 
humble organ, with the hope of execu- 
ing a part o f the fyflcni o f public mourning 
which you have been plealed to adopt, com­ 
memorative of the death of the moll illullri- 
ous and moll beloved perfonage this country 
has ever 
produced ; and which, while it 
tranimits to poflei ity your fettle of the aw ­ 
ful event, faintly represents your knowledge 
of the confumuiate excellence you lo cor­ 
dially honor. 
Delpcrate indeed is any attempt on earth 
to meet correfpondently this difpenfation ol 
Heaven ; for while with pious rclignation 
we fubmit to the will of an all gracious Pro­ 
vidence, 
we can never ceafe lamenting in 
our finite view of Omnipotent Wifdom, the 
heart-rending privation for which our na­ 
tion weeps. W h en the civilized world (hakes 
to its centre ; when every moment gives 
birth to ftrange and momentous changes ; 
when our peaceful quarter of the globe, e x ­ 
empt as it happily has been from any (hail 
in the (laughter o f the human race,may y e t 
be compelled to abaddon her pacific policy, 
and to ri(k the doleful cafualties of war 
W h a t limit is there to the extent ©I our 
lofs ?— None within the reach of my words 
to rxprefj ; none which your feelings will 
not difavow. 
T h e founder of our federate republic— 
our bulwark in war, our guide in peace, is 
no more. 
Oh that th h was but queftiona- 
ble I Hope, the comforter of the wretched, 
would 
pour into our 
agonized hearts its 
bairnly dew. 
But alas ! there 
is no hope 
for us ; our Wafliington is removed for­ 
ever. 
Peflefling the iloutefl frame, and 
purefl mind, he had palled nearly to his hx- 
ty eighth year, in the enjoyment < f high 
health, when habituated by his care of us to 
neglect himfclf, a (light cold, difiegarded, 
became inconvenient on Friday, opprcflive 
on Saturday, and defying every medical in­ 
terpolation, before the morning o f Sunday, 
put an end to the heft o f men.

I fay— his fame furvives I bounded only by 
the limits of the earth, and by the extent of 
the human mind. Ile furvives in our hearts ; 
in the growing knowledge of ou children, 
in the affections of tile good throughout the 
world— and when our monument Ihall be 
done away ; when nations now e x ilin g (hall

on earth, or earth itlclf fink into chaos.
